Which is to say that most of the 
books will mislead mid misinform you. Virtually nobody has the knowledge to read the more 
persuasive ones critical?.:/ and to test then against what is known of the fact of the 
assassination.

In about September, 1966, when I'd finished my second book, I thought that by thinking 
in cui bono terms we night get somewhere bu~ it was not long before I realized thatx there 
are so many who could have seen benefit from the change there is no way of pinpointing, even 
of identifying all of them. We can eliminate tint way but no more. So, ^ have no answer. 

My work {prew into a study of how the basic institutions of our society worked or faik- 
ed to work in terms of the assassinations. 

It is obvious they all failed mid continue to fail. And look at the difference in our 
country, really in the entire workd. The assassination did turn the world around.
